STEALS TO REFORM HUSBAND. 


a few weeks, while the Tottenham out- 
rage has given the kindest hosts of the 
anarchists a rude awakening as to the 
true character of -dheir guests. But 
genuine, undiluted anarchy is native to 
the Russian soil. Closely akin to Nihi- 
lism, it has grown on the dreary 
steppes, thriven in squalid mud huts, 
during long, sunless winters, among the 
famishing people, who had no - 
pion nearer than the Deity, and no. fe- 
Gress before the Day of Judgment. The 
history of the Muscovite people is a 
sequence of human misery, tempered 
by the hope of infinite bliss. And Ni- 
liligm, with its noxious offshoots, ap- 
peared first among those ill-starred in- 
dividuals who had to go on enduritig 
the misery after they had lost the hope. 
The doctrine that the end hallows all 
means was engrafted on the popular 
mind until it came to be treated as a 
self-evident principle of the new moral- 
ity. In a word, anarchy was rampant, 
speaking out of every book, every re- 
view, every journal; and when 
young generation had grown up and 
men were needed to fight and die for 
the country or to live and work for the 
Father . to legislate for the people, 
and to save the nation from ruin, there 
were plenty of anarchists, but no 
statesmen. 


Anarchism ruined everything in Rus- 


sia, including the revolution. Long be- 
fore the upheaval! began the anarchists 
had been busy. The most determine 
of the Bénrbists were partisans of an- 
archism. The assassins, whom no 
erime could horrify and no punishment 
could deter, were the men who strove 
against all authority. And when the 
revolution, having become an accom- 


act, bade fair to change the/| 


face of Russian society, anarchism 
transformed it to terroriam, and pro- 
voked a powerful, if not an extreme, 
reaction, which undid the work of a 
generation. The shell of civilization 
was cracked and cast aside, and the lit- 
tle culture that went with {ft was aiso 
thrown to the winds. Peasants who 
had seemed peaceful and loyal became 
furious assassins, soldiers and jlors 
violated their cath and mutinied 
against the Czar, the universities be- 
came hotbeds of sedition, and a sec- 
tion of the press indirectly lauded “po- 
litical” crime. Even the police them- 
selves, as events row happening here 
have shown, have been infected by 
the same deadly virus.

In Warsaw a gang of 
nine schoolboys was formed with the 
purpose of realizing anarchy. The

One may 
imagine how the tidings were received 
by the parents of the two victims. In 
Warsaw four anarchists entered a 
coal depot and demanded the contents 
of the cashbox, after having uttered 
the usual “Hands up!"" But the sales- 
man shot one them dead, and 
chaséd the others through the street. 
The lad who fell was a schoolboy of 
the commercial school, aged 17. Those 
are very tame examples.
